Man dies after 
Whyte assault 


Raad Hamza. Police 
speculate as to why 
group of witnesses 
has not come forward

City police are asking a group 
of people they believe wit¬ 
nessed an assault over the 
weekend to come forward 
with details after a 24-year-old 
man died Sunday. 

In the early hours of Sat¬ 
urday morning, Raad Hamza 
was attacked while standing 
outside The Billiard Club on 
the comer of 82nd Avenue 
and 105th Street. He died Sun¬ 
day morning from his injuries. 

Police believe Hamza was 
speaking with two suspects 
before the assault and are ap¬ 
pealing to a group of witness¬ 
es standing nearby to bring 
forward any information that 
could help in the case. 


Severity 


While small fights aren’t 
uncommon for Whyte 
Avenue, Johnson said, this 
particular incident was 
fatal. 


• “I think in this case they 
might have dismissed 
what they'd seen as 
relatively minor and in¬ 
significant, but certainly 
it’s not,” Johnson said. 


Det. Dale Johnson of Ed¬ 
monton Police Service’s homi¬ 
cide section said the force is 
currently investigating the 
death as suspicious and is 
waiting on results from an 
autopsy scheduled for Mon¬ 
day to know the exact cause 
of death. 

“We have some video of 
the incident. We are appeal¬ 
ing to the public to come for¬ 
ward,” he added. 

Johnson said police have 
reason to believe there were 


as many as six witnesses who 
might have seen what led to 
the attack along with the as¬ 
sault itself, which happened 
quite quickly and possibly 
lasted only 10 seconds. 

“All of that information 
would be helpful to our in¬ 
vestigation,” he said. “While 
we have some video evidence, 
video evidence does not re¬ 
place eyewitness evidence, so 
we would like those people to 
feel comfortable coming for¬ 
ward and not take for granted 
that the police will solve this 
without their help,” he said. 

Police wouldn’t comment 
on the motive behind the as¬ 
sault but said they have rea¬ 
son to believe Hamza and the 
two suspects likely knew each 
other to some extent.

Mounties say a six-year- 
old girl from the Paul 
Band First Nation west of 
Edmonton is in critical 
condition after a serious 
assault over the weekend. 

Spruce Grove/Stony 
Plain RCMP say they have 
made an arrest in the case, 
but added they wouldn’t 
release any names in 
order to protect the child’s 
identity. 

Police say the girl was 
transported to hospital by 
STARS air ambulance and 
that while her condition 
remained critical on Sun¬ 
day, she was stable. 

Global News in Edmon¬ 
ton reported that family 
members said the child 
had been skating with 
friends on Saturday and 
was then left at home with 
a family member. 

Neither were there 
when others returned 
to the house, and it was 
initially assumed she had 
returned to the rink. 

Global reported the 
family members it inter¬ 
viewed said she was later 
found beaten and naked in 
the woods. 

Spruce Grove/Stony 
Plain RCMP say they are 
continuing to investigate 
the case, along with police 
from Edmonton’s major 
crimes unit. 

The girl was taken to 
hospital in Edmonton 
where she remains. 

Police are expected to 
provide more information 
as it comes available.

Mayor Iveson pushes for 
elimination of flat tax

Edmonton Mayor Don Iveson 
said he hopes the province 
will consider more progres¬ 
sive income taxes in the 
coming provincial budget, 
to help deal with the falling 


price of oil. 

Iveson made the com¬ 
ments during a year-end 
interview with Metro. He 
said he believes Albertans are 
ready to move away from the 
flat tax. 

“Albertans would support 
that if it means that we had 
services that were going to be 
there regardless of the price 
of oil,” he said. “I meet veiy 
few people who actually ob¬ 
ject to that idea.” 

He said advocacy for the 
idea is coming not only from 
average Albertans, but also 
business groups and other 


stakeholders. 

“There is a coalition of 
leaders from across sectors 
that support the province 
showing some leadership 
around revenues,” he said. 

Iveson said short of mas¬ 
sive cuts to government 
spending, he sees few other 
options for the province, as 
tumbling energy prices open 
up a $ 6-billion hole in the 
province’s finances. 

“The last couple of times 
they had a multi-tens-of- 
billion-dollar rainy-day fund, 
but it’s been raining and 
raining and they eroded that 


fund to the point where if 
they don’t do something it 
will run out of money,” he 
said. 

As the mayor of a city 
that depends on provincial 
revenues, Iveson said he 
couldn’t afford to sit on the 
sidelines of this debate. 

“We sink or swim even 
more on what kinds of deci¬ 
sions get made at the legisla¬ 
ture,” he said. 

He said the province has 
been forced to stall too many 
times on difficult decisions 
simply because the money 
wasn’t there.

Prentice says $6B hole

Premier Jim Prentice said 
Alberta’s tumbling oil prices 
could slow down construc¬ 
tion of the province’s new 
schools, roads and capital 
projects. 

In a year-end interview 
with Metro, Prentice said the 
government is looking right 
now at what it wants to build 
versus what it will have to 
spend. 

“It’s going to be necessaiy 
for us to draw a distinction 
between the things that we 
need and the things that we 
want,” he said. 

Prentice said he’s abso¬ 
lutely committed to building 
all of the schools the prov¬

ince has announced. 

“The construction of 
schools is fundamental to 
the responsibility of gov¬ 
ernment. If we educate our 
children properly everything 
else will take care of itself,” 
he said. 

He said the question is 
now one of timing. 

“We need to look at eveiy 
project and determine if it 
gets constructed this year, 
next year or the year after,” 
he said. “It’s not easy, but 
when you have a $6.2-billion 
hole in your budget I think 
everybody has to accept 
there are going to be conse¬ 
quences.” 

Prentice said the govern¬ 
ment is being told to accept 
the possibility oil prices will 


stay depressed for some time. 
He said the government is 
looking at ways it can reduce 
spending, but it will also 
have to increase revenue. 

“If we fired every single 
employee of the Government 
of Alberta it would not cover 
that gap,” he said. 

Prentice said he wants 
this year’s budget to set a 
long-term course for the 
province that will move Al¬ 
berta away from being so re¬ 
liant on energy. 

“You can’t operate a 
province as sophisticated as 
Alberta lurching from year 
to year on the energy roller¬ 
coaster, watching OPEC 
meetings to tiy to determine 
how many schools you can 
build,” he said.

The City of Edmonton has 
posted information on all city 
salaries on its website, follow¬ 
ing the move from the prov¬ 
incial government to create a 
so-called sunshine list. 

The city’s list is different 
than the province’s, revealing 
more information on some 
fronts and less on others. 

Instead of listing all salar¬ 
ies and contract information 
for workers making more 
then $100,000, the city has 
listed the salaries of all em¬ 
ployees, but only connected 
the salaries with positions, 
not individuals. 

“It’s a more thoughtful 
and less personal approach to 
this,” said Mayor Don Iveson, 
who advocated for the list. 

The city’s list also speaks 
in broad ranges, showing 
only that the city’s five sen¬ 
ior managers make between 
$201,000 and $288,000. 

Iveson said having the 
information listed this way, 
rather than attached to 
names as the province does, 
is transparent without mak¬ 
ing it difficult for staff. 

“To make this about what 
a person earns rather than

what a job is worth, I think 
has really unfortunately 
made things very difficult for 
professionals and senior pub¬ 
lic servants,” he said.

Even though it was the long¬ 
est night of the year, Edmon¬ 
tonians kept busy this winter 
solstice, documenting their 
day and night thanks to the 
#yeglongnight hashtag. 

Now in its second year, 
#yeglongnight reached well 
over 1.5 million impressions 
on Twitter Sunday, showing 
just how plugged-in Edmon¬ 
ton is, said University of 
Alberta professor and #yeg- 
longnight researcher Hea¬ 
ther Zwicker. 

For Zwicker, collecting 
data from 24 hours of the 
winter solstice offers re¬ 
searchers a chance to get a 
better idea of what impact so¬ 
cial media has on our every¬ 
day lives. 

“What we’re seeing is our 
sense of community both 
extends from the real world 
and through our social medi¬ 
ated world, and I think since 
the social mediated world is 
relatively new, 10 years or 
so, we don’t fully understand 
how that works,” she said. 

The team mining the 
#yeglongnight data con¬ 
sidered who was connecting, 
who they were connecting 
with and what the connec¬ 
tions mean. 

“One of the things we 


know is Edmonton really par¬ 
ticipates in social media; it’s 
a veiy connected, it’s a veiy 
online city,” Zwicker said, 


adding the city has embraced 
the #yeglongnight event, 
mostly due to a young and 
curious demographic. 


“I think we see the preva¬ 
lence of social media in that 
younger generation and I 
think it makes sense that Ed¬ 
monton is this way,” Zwicker 
noted. 

With only seven hours, 
27 minutes and 38 seconds 
of daylight, researchers con¬ 
sidered all tweets sent out be¬ 
tween Saturday at 4:16 p.m., 
to Sunday at 4:16 p.m.

City hopes to jump-start 
student housing in 2015 


Mayor Don Iveson is hoping 
to work with the city’s post¬ 
secondary institutions to help 
them build thousands of new 
student-housing units. 

Iveson said he hopes the 
city can help, potentially with 
land or with advocacy to the 
provincial government, but 
he wants to help ease the bu¬ 
rden of students looking for a 
place to live. 

“We’re seeing some rental 
housing finally getting built 
in this city, but the rental 
market is still very, very 
tight,” he said. 

Iveson said student hous¬ 
ing would ease the pressure 
for not just students, but 
would have spillover impacts. 

“If it creates additional 
supply at the affordable end 
of the spectrum, that will pro¬ 
vide some relief in the hous¬ 
ing market for all people,” he 
said. 

While housing isn’t typ¬ 
ically a municipal govern¬ 
ment concern, Iveson said.

Edmonton has to focus on it. 

“If we have a housing mar¬ 
ket that’s in crisis, that’s go¬ 
ing to make everything else 
we do harder,” he said. 

He said with 100,000 stu¬ 
dents in the city, it is also im¬ 
portant the city support the 
institutions, because it’s a big 
part of the economy. 

“Those are like Montreal 
or Boston numbers, so it’s an 
often overlooked part of our 
economy. 

“It’s why those cuts a few 
years ago were so devastating 
to Edmonton,” he said.

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Reader beware. Polls show 
federal race tightening, 
but can’t offer explanation 


A spate of public opinion sur¬ 
veys this autumn has prompted 
the usual end-of-year parsing 
of political fortunes and chin- 
stroking prognostications 
about a federal election that 
may still be 10 months in the 
future. 

Stephen Harper’s Conserva¬ 
tives are up. Justin Trudeau’s 
Liberals are down. Tom Mul- 
cair’s New Democrats are out of 
it. Reader beware. 

In fact, a look at months of 
results from six different poll¬ 
sters suggests Trudeau’s Liber¬ 
als remain imperviously buoy¬ 
ant, Harper’s Tories have seen 
only marginal gains despite 
a number of issues breaking 
their way, and NDP fortunes 
are stalled, notwithstanding 
Mulcair’s widely lauded parlia- 
mentaiy performance. 

In the past week alone, na¬ 
tional polls from recognized 
opinion surveyors have placed 
Liberal support as high as 41 
per cent (Forum Research) and 
as low as 32 per cent (EKOS), 
Conservative support from 33 
to 31 per cent and NDP support 


at 19 (Leger), 20 (Forum) and 17 
per cent (EKOS). 

In September, before an 
event-packed fall that suppos¬ 
edly moved the public opinion 
dial, Liberals polled as high as 
38 per cent (Abacus and Ipsos 
Reid), Conservatives were be¬ 
tween 30 and 31 per cent and 
New Democrats between 21 
and 23. 

ThreeHundredEight.com, 
which aggregates political poll¬ 
ing, says the average of all pub¬ 
lic polls put Liberal support last 
week at 36 per cent, Conserva¬ 
tives at 32 and the NDP at 20. 
In September, those averages 
were 38-30-22. 

“It’s important not to make 
too much of relatively small 
movements in the polls,” says 
Paul Adams, a former parlia- 
mentaiy reporter and pollster 
who now teaches journalism at 
Carleton University in Ottawa. 

It’s always easy to construct 
a narrative around why that 
might be, he added — but pun¬ 
dits and pollsters should be 
careful with such stoiy lines.

Nutrition North: 
What went wrong? 


Food security in the 
North. Many have 
expressed concern 
that businesses are not 
passing Nutrition North 
subsidy to consumers 


For years, northerners have 
complained about Nutrition 
North to anyone who would 
listen, grumbling that the 
$60-milhon annual federal food 
subsidy was doing little to ease 
their staggering groceiy costs. 

No one, it seemed, took 
much notice. 

That all changed last month, 
when auditor general Michael 
Ferguson revealed that the 
program’s overseers are largely 
in the dark about whether the 
subsidy is doing anything for 
the people who need it the 
most. 

One of Ferguson’s obser¬ 
vations in particular struck a 
nerve with some northerners: 
that some retailers are cashing 
in on the subsidy. 

“The stores are making 
money based on the amount 
of food they’re bringing in, and 
in return they’re supposed to 
lower their food price,” said 
Leesee Papatsie, who helped 
organize Nunavut-wide food 
price protests. “In upper, High 
Arctic communities, the sub¬ 
sidy is higher than the freight 
cost. So they’re making money 
like that.” 

Food has always cost more 
in the North, due to the ex¬ 
pense of shipping it in from 
other parts of Canada, the 
region’s relatively small and

dispersed population, and the 
distance from major transpor¬ 
tation hubs. 

Ron Elliott, who used to 
represent a High Arctic riding 
in Nunavut’s legislature, said 
people are skeptical that busi¬ 
nesses are actually passing on 
the full subsidy to customers. 

“What you’re doing is 
you’re putting the subsidy in 
the hands of the businesses,” 
Elliott said. “If you’re in busi¬ 
ness to make a profit, are you 
going to be that willing to 
have good will? My problem is, 
you can’t really tell a business 
what profit they should have, 
right? So if the market can bear 
something, usually that’s what 
people charge.” 

Aboriginal Affairs has not 
required merchants to report 
their profit margins, which over 
time would indicate whether 
the full subsidy is being passed 
on. Ferguson’s report said such 
a measure would help quell 
skepticism about whether con¬ 
sumers are actually getting the 
full benefit of the subsidy. 

The department now says

that as of April 1, retailers will 
have to provide information on 
their profit margins. 

Nutrition North gives re¬ 
tailers a subsidy based on the 
weight of eligible foods shipped 
to eligible communities. But 
the auditor general found Ab¬ 
original Affairs did not choose 
eligible communities based on 
need. To highlight the problem, 
Ferguson’s team pointed to two 
remote communities in north¬ 
ern Ontario, both about the 
same distance to the nearest 
town and lacking year-round 
road access. One is eligible for 
a subsidy of $1.60 a kilogram; 
the other only five cents a kilo¬ 
gram. 

The audit found that the de¬ 
partment chose communities 
based on two factors: whether 
they had year-round road ac¬ 
cess and if they had used the old 
Food Mail program. Commun¬ 
ities that made veiy little use of 
Food Mail are only eligible for a 
partial subsidy of five cents per 
kilogram, while places that did 
not use food mail aren’t eligible.

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Overall drug consumption stable 
in the army, blind study reveals 



2013 study. Pot 

remains the drug of 
choice while cocaine 
is gaining popularity; 
report blind-tested for 
11 substances 


Marijuana remains the drug 
of choice for members of the 
Canadian army, based on the 
Force’s latest blind drug test¬ 
ing report that also found 
cocaine is gaining popularity 
among some members. 

The report, done between 
Jan. 1 and Dec. 31, 2013, 
found the overall drug con¬ 
sumption rate has been rela¬ 
tively stable since 2010 but 
suggested young, non-com¬ 
missioned members were 
more prone to do drugs. 

The findings, contained 
in a 42-page report obtained 
by The Canadian Press under 


No disciplinary action 


The Canadian Forces has 
a zero-tolerance policy for 
illicit drugs and conducts 
testing to gather data to 
guide its drug program. No 
one was available for an 
interview on the report, but 
a spokeswoman said that 
“the results are not used for 
disciplinary purposes as no 
urine sample can be attrib¬ 
uted to a specific member.” 


• The findings provide 
insight only. 

the Access to Information 
Act, included testing for 11 
controlled substances at 26 
Armed Forces units across 
the countiy. There were 4,198 
participants from most ranks 
and age groups. 

The testing found that 279 
urine specimens — or 6.6 per 
cent — tested positive for at 


least one drug, with pot de¬ 
tected in 5.3 per cent of all of 
the samples. That’s up from 
the 4.2 per cent in 2012 and 
4.8 per cent the year before 
that. 

Positive test results for 
marijuana came from 19 
units, with the bulk from 3 
Royal Canadian Regiment 
and 2 Service Battalion in 
Petawawa, Ont. 

The report says nine units 
had cocaine-positive samples, 
with the most again from 
members in 3 Royal Canadian 
Regiment in Petawawa. Re¬ 
sults showed 44 samples over¬ 
all had traces of cocaine, up 
from the 29 positive samples 
the previous year, making it 
one of the higher rates since 
the testing started in 2007. 

While the numbers were 
considered low, members of 
the psychosocial health dy¬ 
namics team who wrote the 
report said there was a high¬ 
er likelihood that members 


tested positive for cocaine in 
2013 than in 2009. 

“There was a significant 
difference for the proportion 


of cocaine-positive samples, 
such that 2013 blind drug 
testing participants were 
significantly more likely to 


test positive for cocaine than 
those tested in 2009,” the re¬ 
port states.

Aiden Chi, 20, is a proud Can¬ 
adian, regardless of whether 
he’s officially recognized as 
such. 

His parents sent him to 
Canada from his native South 
Korea seven years ago hoping 
he’d improve his English, get a 
good job and start a family. 

They were never able to 
obtain proper citizenship, but 
Chi managed to enrol as an 
international student in the 
University of Calgaiy’s busi¬ 
ness program where he is now 
in second year. 

Extending his work visa 
depends on his continuing 
studies, but he faces a $30,000 
roadblock to get through his 
third year. 

Adding to Chi’s troubles, 
if he can’t stay here, he could 
be forced to return to Korea, 
where every man 20 or older 
must serve two years in the 
militaiy. 

“It’s actually really scaiy,” 
he said. “I don’t want to leave 
anything behind, all of my 
work and everything. It feels 
like eveiything I did here will 
be for nothing.” 

There is also the long-stand¬ 
ing threat of an escalation in 
violence between his home¬ 
land and its totalitarian neigh¬ 
bours to the north. Chi said he 
believes the militaiy service 
requirement stems from fears

of an “emergency situation” 
that would plunge the two 
countries into war once more. 

“You never know what’s go¬ 
ing to happen,” he said. 

Chi’s parents supported 
him through the first half of 
his degree but can no longer 
afford to do so. 

The university, meanwhile, 
maintains that international 
students pay the true cost of 
tuition ($1,833.84 per course, 
according to the school’s 
website) whereas Canadian 
students pay a subsidized rate 
($538.59 per course) based on 
taxes paid to Revenue Canada. 

School officials encouraged 
Chi to visit the on-campus 
financial aid office and said 
international students en¬ 
rolled in eligible programs are 
often allowed to work both on 
or off-site and could also be 
placed in an internship or co¬ 
op learning arrangement. 

Chi said he fears not having 
enough time to raise the need¬ 
ed funds to keep his spot at the 
school. He’s launched a crowd¬ 
funding page in hopes of rais¬ 
ing $30,000. To date, about 
$1,100 has been contributed. 

“When I’m in school I can’t 
really work a lot,” he said. “It’s 
not a lot of time to raise tens 
of thousands of dollars.... If I 
go back to Korea I’ll be forced 
to speak Korean.... The whole 
point of coming to Canada 
was to learn English and if 
I go back, I won’t have the 
chance.” 


RCMP are recommending char¬ 
ges against a man who they say 
struck a three-year-old boy in 
the face and abandoned him at 
a bus stop in Surrey, B.C. 

Staff Sgt. Joe Johal says po¬ 
lice are recommending charges 
of assault and child abandon¬ 
ment. Johal says the man is a 
Surrey resident who is related 
to the child but would not con¬ 
firm he is the boy’s father. 


The man has been released 
from custody with conditions 
and a court appearance is 
scheduled, something B.C. po¬ 
lice have the power to do pend¬ 
ing Crown approval of charges. 

Johal thanked witnesses 
who contacted police on Satur¬ 
day morning about the incident 
as well as those who circulated 
the boy’s photo on social media. 

Callers reported the boy was 


struck in the face and pushed 
by a man who then got on a 
bus, leaving the boy behind. 

“A lot of people called and 
(there were) a lot of tips, and 
even the arrest that took place 
was due to a tip from a citizen 
who observed and called us,” 
said Johal in an interview on 
Sunday. 

The boy has since been 
reunited with his mother. 


The Ministiy of Children and 
Family Development was in¬ 
volved Saturday and will keep 
the file open, said Johal. 

Lucy Ingram, an employee 
at nearby Berezan Liquor Store, 
said she brought the boy inside 
the store after a customer told 
her he had been left at the stop. 

The investigation continues 
and no names have been re¬ 
leased yet. THE CANADIAN PRESS

President Barack Obama says 
the United States is reviewing 
whether to put North Korea 
back on its list of state spon¬ 
sors of terrorism as Washing¬ 
ton decides how to respond 
to what he calls an “act of 
cybervandalism,” not one of 
war, against a movie com¬ 
pany. 

Sony Pictures Entertain¬ 
ment said it cancelled the 
theatrical release of The 
Interview after distributors 
refused to show it. The com¬ 
edy involves a plot to assas¬ 
sinate North Korea’s leader. 

David Boies, a Sony law¬ 
yer, said The Interview is 
“going to be distributed, and 
what Sony has been trying 
to do is to get the picture 
out to the public,” while pro¬ 
tecting the rights of company 
employers and moviegoers. 
Boies said theatres “quite 
understandably” decided not 
to show the film as scheduled 
because of the threats. “You 
can’t release a movie unless 
you have a distribution chan¬ 
nel,” he said. 

North Korea has denied 
hacking the studio, and on 
Saturday proposed a joint 



investigation with the U.S. to 
determine the true culprit. 
The White House rejected the 
idea and said it was confident 
North Korea was responsible. 

Obama is promising to re¬ 
spond. 

“We’re not going to be 
intimidated by some cyber- 
haclcers,” he said. 

The president said the U.S. 
would examine the facts to 
determine whether North 
Korea should land back on 
the terrorism sponsors list.

N.Y. cop killer had 
a criminal history 


Brooklyn. Officers 
Rafael Ramos and 
Wenjian Liu were 
gunned down at close

The gunman who fatally am¬ 
bushed two police officers 
in their squad car had a long 
criminal record, a hatred for 
police and the government, 
and an apparent history of 
mental instability that includ¬ 
ed an attempt to hang himself 
a year ago, authorities said 
Sunday. 

Moments before opening 
fire, Ismaaiyl Brinsley ap¬ 
proached people on the street 
in Brooklyn and asked them 
to follow him on Instagram, 
then told them, “Watch what 
I’m going to do,” Chief of De¬ 
tectives Robert Boyce said. 


A portrait of the Brooklyn- 
born gunman emerged as 
big-city police departments 
and union leaders around the 
U.S. warned officers to change 
their routines and insist on ex¬ 
tra backup a day after Brinsley 
carried out what he portrayed 
online as retaliation for the 
slayings of black men at the 
hands of white police officers. 

Brinsley was black; the 
slain officers were Asian and 
Hispanic. 

The slayings come at a 
tense time. Police nation¬ 
wide have been criticized for 
months for their tactics, fol¬ 
lowing Eric Gamer’s death in 
a New York officer’s choke- 
hold and Michael Brown’s 
fatal shooting in Ferguson, 
Missouri. Protests empted 
in recent weeks after grand 
juries declined to charge the 
white officers involved.

Thousands of members of Ni¬ 
geria’s home-grown Islamic 
extremist Boko Haram group 
strike across the border in Cam¬ 
eroon, with co-ordinated at¬ 
tacks on border towns, a troop 
convoy and a major barracks. 

Farther north, Boko Haram 
employs recruits from Chad to 
enforce its control in northeast¬ 
ern Nigerian towns and cities. 

In Niger, the government 
has declared a “humanitarian 
crisis” and appealed for inter¬ 
national aid to help tens of 
thousands of Nigerian refugees 
driven from their homes by the 


insurgency. 

These recent events show 
how neighbouring countries 
are being drawn increasingly 
into Nigeria’s Islamic uprising. 
Thousands of people have been 
killed in Nigeria’s five-year 
insurgency and some 1.6 mil¬ 
lion people driven from their 
homes. 

“We are concerned about 
the increasing regionalization 
of Boko Haram,” said Com¬ 
fort Ero, Africa director for the 
International Crisis Group. 

On Sunday, Cameroon’s 
army announced it had broken 
up a Boko Haram training 
camp in the Mayo-Danay dis¬ 
trict in the country’s north. 

Ero cautioned that co-oper¬ 
ation between the neighbour¬ 
ing countries is weak. She said 
there is also distrust of the 
capabilities of Nigeria’s once- 
proud military, which has been 
battered by Boko Haram.

Romania’s Parliament swore 
in a former mayor as the 
country’s new president, fol¬ 
lowing an election he called 
a triumph for democracy 25 
years after communism rule 
ended in his country. 

Pro-Western Klaus lohan¬ 
nis, 55, promises a different 
style from combative out¬ 
going leader Traian Basescu, 
who left office Sunday having 
served a maximum 10 years. 

lohannis also vowed to 
fight corruption and build “a 
powerful nation,” as he took 
an oath Sunday before Par¬ 
liament, then headed to the 
presidential palace to formal¬ 
ly take over from Basescu. 

“Mentalities must be 
changed,” he told lawmakers 
and dignitaries. “I want a 
Romania where there is no 
place for putting on a show” 


in politics. 

He surprisingly defeated 
Prime Minister Victor Ponta 
in the Nov. 16 runoff, tapping 
into anger from thousands of 
overseas voters who were un¬ 
able to vote in the first round, 
lohannis received hundreds 
of thousands of votes from 
Romanians who work abroad 
which he called “a triumph 
for democracy.” 

His victoiy sent a feel¬ 
good message through the 
nation of 19 million and he 
notched up just almost 1.3 
million likes on Facebook. 

Atypical for Romanian 
politics, the slow-speaking 
ethnic German mayor of 
Sibiu refuses to participate in 
bitter personal attacks. 

He promises good rela¬ 
tions with the U.S., the Euro¬ 
pean Union and particularly 
Germany. 

Basescu was credited with 
a commitment to the anti¬ 
corruption fight and has a 
strong pro-U.S. stance. The 
U.S. will open a missile de¬ 
fence base in southern Ro¬ 
mania, which has angered 
Russia.

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Families urged to hold safe funerals 


The radio announcement is 
chilling and blunt: “If I die, I 
want the deaths to stop with 
me.” 

Dr. Desmond Williams 
continues: “I want to give 
my family the permission to 
request a safe and dignified, 
medical burial for me.” 

The announcement is part 
of a campaign to urge Sierra 
Leoneans to abandon trad¬ 
itional burial practices, such 
as relatives touching or wash¬ 


ing the dead bodies, that are 
fuelling the spread of Ebola in 
the West African country. 

Ebola has killed more than 
2,000 people in Sierra Leone, 
and unsafe burials may be re¬ 
sponsible for up to 70 per cent 
of new infections, say experts. 

Officials are resorting to 
increasingly desperate meas¬ 
ures to clamp down on trad¬ 
itional burials in Sierra Leone, 
where Ebola is now spreading 
fastest. The head of the Ebola 


response has even threatened 
to jail people who prepare the 
corpses of their loved ones. 

Williams, a Sierra Leon- 
ean-American doctor who 
works for the U.S. Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion, took to the airwaves last 
month to encourage people to 
avoid dangerous burial practi¬ 
ces. Now similar pledges have 
been made by prominent Si¬ 
erra Leoneans, including pop 
stars and radio DJs. 


But old ways are hard to 
break. Many believe a trad¬ 
itional burial is necessary 
to make sure the dead don’t 
return to haunt the living. Fu¬ 
nerals are important social oc¬ 
casions in the three most-af¬ 
fected countries, Sierra Leone, 
Liberia and Guinea. People 
often travel great distances 
to attend and bodies are typ¬ 
ically washed and dressed by 
relatives or friends.

Toronto 
man ordered to pay $1.5M 


Luxury retailers head

It took nearly eight years from 
the time a Toronto man was ar¬ 
rested in a massive credit card 
fraud scheme, but a U.S. fed¬ 
eral judge has figured out how 
much each victim is owed. 

Prosecutors described the 
man’s massive credit-card 
fraud scheme as high-tech 
bank robbeiy — stealing the 
identities of 38,000 people in 
order to bilk dozens of banks. 
So when he was convicted of 
mail fraud in Februaiy 2011, 
the U.S. government began the 
arduous task of figuring out 
just how much each victim was 
owed. 


Saudi Arabia’s oil chief on 
Sunday dismissed allegations 
that his kingdom conspired 
to bring down oil prices in or¬ 
der to harm other countries 
and told a summit of Arab 
energy leaders that he was 
confident the market would 
stabilize. 

The kingdom, which is 
dependent on oil revenues, 
is able to weather lower oil 
prices due to large reserves 
built up over the years.

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Veteran Nintendo game designer is all smiles 


Gaming. After some 
slow years, Nintendo 
is turning heads 
with their amiibo 
interactive toy line 


Shigeru Miyamoto seems 
giddy — and with good rea¬ 
son. 

The veteran Nintendo 
designer behind such land¬ 
mark video-game franchises 
as Mario Bros, and Donkey 
Kong is happy that after three 
years of sluggish sales for 
Nintendo’s touch-screen-cen- 
tred Wii U console, the Kyoto, 
Japan-based gaming giant 
is bouncing back, just like 
the famous springy plumber 
dreamed up 33 years ago by 
Miyamoto. 

With the recent popular¬ 
ity of Super Smash Bros, and 
Mario Kart 8, as well as the 
successful launch of the ami¬ 
ibo interactive toy figure line, 
Miyamoto has a few reasons 
to smile. 

Over a cup of coffee, Miya¬ 
moto — as translated by 
Nintendo product marketing 
director Bill Trinen — dis¬ 
cussed the possibilities for 
amiibo, the latest instalment 
of The Legend of Zelda and 
the future of the Mario fran¬ 
chise. 

It sounds like amiibo has 
been a success since it 
launched with Smash Bros. 
You’ve announced that 
amiibo will be compatible 
with upcoming games like 
Mario Party 10 and Yoshi’s 
Woolly World, but how else 
do you see the figures being 
utilized in the future? 

We’ll continue to make 
future games that will have 
functionality with the amiibo 
characters as an additional 
present for people who 


bought them. Beyond that, 
we’re looking at how we can 
use the amiibo functionality 
in the future, including cards 
and whatnot. 

If you discontinue certain 
amiibo figures, will you 
continue to include them 
digitally in future games? 

We’re not making promises 
for certain figures, but the 
way amiibo is designed is 
that certain games can have 
amiibo specifically for that 
game. Other games can take 
advantage of past amiibo 
that developers want to 
make their game compatible 
with. In the future, we have 
the option, if certain amiibo 
figures are no longer avail¬ 
able in stores, to release an 
amiibo in card form with the 
same functionality. 

You recently previewed 
gameplay footage from 
next year’s Zelda instal¬ 
ment. What’s your strategy 
for Zelda on the Wii U? 

One of the main things we 
wanted to do was go back to 
the open-world concept of 
the original Zelda games and 
design with that in mind. 
That’s really the direction 
the team is going in. This 
time, we’ve brought back 
Link’s horse, Epona, and his 
bow and arrow, but what 
we’ve decided, which is 
really fun, is being able to 
freely walk around in this 
world and choose what you 
want to do and how you 
want to explore. I can’t talk 
much about it, but one of 
the things we’re working on 
right now is that, as you play, 
the world will change and be 
affected by what you choose 
to do.

working on a Mario Bros, 
animated film. Is that true? 
If so, what would your role 
be in the film, and how 
do you envision a modern 
Mario film would look like? 
I heard something about 
that. What’s interesting is 
that over the past 20 years, 
people come to us on a fairly 
regular basis about creat¬ 
ing Mario movies. There are 
times that those ideas end 
right when they bring them 
to us, and other times we’ll 
listen to presentations. It’s 
not very unusual, and it’s 
something we’ve been doing 
for a veiy long time. I don’t 
particularly have a vision 
that the next iteration of 
Mario is going to be in film. 

Mario has been busy on the 
Wii U with Super Mario 3D 
World last year and now 
Mario Kart 8. Is he taking 
the next year off? What can 
we expect from that fran¬ 
chise in the future? 

Since we first created Mario, 
people have compared him 
to Mickey Mouse. I’ve always 
said Mickey Mouse evolved 
with each evolution in 
animation. You saw Mickey 
Mouse each step of the way. 
From early on, I wanted 
Mario to be that character 
in the digital world, so that 
with each digital evolution, 
he was there to usher in the 
next era. I think that maybe 
when we release the next 
hardware system, you can 
look forward to seeing Mario 
take on a new role or in a 
new game, the associated press

Madonna drops six 
tracks after leak 


In a surprise preview of 
her new album, Madonna 
released six songs Satur¬ 
day on iTunes and various 
streaming services. 

The songs were 
released because several 
in-progress demos were 
leaked earlier this week, 
publicist Liz Rosenberg 
said. Madonna said in a 
statement that she had 
wanted to wait until a 
different holiday season. 

“I was hoping to release 
my new single Living For 
Love on Valentine’s Day 
with the rest of the album 
coming in the spring,” 
she said. The full album, 
Rebel Heart, is set for 
release in March.

When a new episode of ABC 
Family’s Pretty Little Liars 
airs, its showrunner, I. Mar¬ 
lene King, makes a point to 
go on Twitter to see what 
the fans have to say. 

King is among the new¬ 
est class of TV celebrities on 
social media: Showrunners 
— those people responsible 
for the day-to-day func¬ 
tioning of a TV show — who 
are both gaining in follow¬ 
ers and who find that social 
media gives back perhaps 
even more than they put in. 

“I pay enormous atten¬ 
tion to it,” King said. “I am 
on social media live every 
night when the show airs 
and the next day as well 
looking at the feedback we 
got regarding the episode. 
Yes, I have vision for the 
show and a creative destina¬ 


tion where I know the show 
is going, but I would be fool¬ 
ish not to take advantage of 
this wonderful, giant focus 
group of millions of people 
we have each week when 
the show airs.” 

King said social media 
has helped validate her 
decisions about the fate of 
certain characters on PLL. 
“I started falling in love 
with the character of Toby 
early on in the show,” she 
said. “We were going to fol¬ 
low the books and have his 
character die early on, but 
as I started to fall in love 
with him I noticed fans 
were really falling in love 
with him, and together as 
the show and the fans we 
decided to keep him.” 

Showrunner Hart Han¬ 
son (Bones, Fox) pays atten¬ 
tion to what the fans are 
saying online, but makes 
the point that not all of 
his viewers are using social 
media. 

“The entire audience 
is not represented by the 
Twitter follower, especially 
the verbose and noisy Twit¬ 
ter follower,” he said. “If I 


did what the Twitter fol¬ 
lowers wanted me to do 
on my show Bones, (char¬ 
acters) Booth and Brennan 
would’ve gotten together 
in the third episode. That 
would’ve been a very bad 
thing for the series. It’s 
complicated but you have 
to keep your distance.” 

Shonda Rhimes has 
more than 791,000 Twitter 
followers. The showrun¬ 
ner, whose block of prime¬ 
time ABC programming 
on Thursday nights Grey’s 
Anatomy, Scandal and How 
to Get Away with Murder 
has boosted her fame, puts 
it into perspective with the 
disclaimer in the bio of her 
Twitter account: “I make 
stuff up for a living. Re¬ 
member, it’s not real, OK? 
Don’t tweet me your crazi¬ 
ness.” 

Andrew Adashelc, head 
of TV at Twitter, says fans 
who follow showrunners 
can get inside information 
they wouldn’t otherwise 
have access to via dropped 
spoilers and hints about up-

coming plots. “It’s like get¬ 
ting a director’s cut of every 
episode and people love 
that,” Adashek said. 

Added Julie Plec, show¬ 
runner of The CW’s The 
Vampire Diaries and The 
Originals: “I think one 
thing the fans have realized 
is you can interact with 
the stars and that’s great, 
but the stars are sworn to 
secrecy and not allowed 
to tell you anything. ... If I 
decide I want to give some¬ 
thing away today and tell a 
secret, I can because it’s my 
rule.” 

It can also just be plain 
entertaining to follow these 
creative people. 


“I think it is safe to say 
they are super expressive 
and therefore able to mani¬ 
fest the creativity in a form 
of engaging twitter content 
and it is something that 
fans really, really latch on 
to,” said Adashek. 

Not everyone wants to be 
that accessible. Teen Wolf 
show-runner Jeff Davis used 
to be on Twitter and closed 
his account in December 
2012. 

“There is a lot of deep 
negativity online that per¬ 
sonally I like to stay away 
from,” he said. 

“It’s hard to look at those 
things online and not feel a 
sting. 

“The problem with 
people critiquing online or 
letting loose their own per¬ 
sonal demons online is the 
individuation. 

“You can’t see the other 
person. You can’t see how 
what you’re saying online 
affects them. And you ob¬ 
jectify them and lose all 
compassion.” 
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Teaching through the eyes of Homer and Bart 



Education. University 
professors are using 
The Simpsons in the 
classroom for courses 
on everything from 
literature to sociology 


Bart and Lisa Simpson have 
been in elementaiy school 
for 25 years. But that hasn’t 
stopped them from showing up 
on college campuses. 

Universities across the coun¬ 
try are using satirical references 
from The Simpsons to grab stu¬ 
dents’ attention and convey les¬ 
sons in literature and all man¬ 
ner of popular culture. 

“If the references are im¬ 
portant enough to be lam¬ 
pooned by The Simpsons, 
these works must be important 
cultural milestones,” says Hof- 
stra University adjunct English 
professor Richard Pioreclc, who 
has been incorporating the 
denizens of Springfield into his 
courses for about a decade. 

He currently teaches a 
course about the Broadway 
theatre and how The Simpsons

have embraced various music¬ 
als and plays. Next semester, 
he shifts to an online litera¬ 
ture course titled The D’oh of 
Homer, which includes read¬ 
ings from Edgar Allan Poe’s The 
Raven and The Fall of the House 
of Usher, and Charles Dickens’ 
A Christmas Carol — all refer¬ 
enced in Simpsons episodes. 

In recent years, other univer¬ 
sities have had courses focused 
on the prime-time show, which 
celebrated its 25th anniversary 
last week. Those universities in¬ 
clude Oswego State University 
in New York and San Jose State 
University in California. 


“They need to 
reach students 
however they 
can. And using 
The Simpsons 
to grab their 
attention, I think, 
is brilliant,” she 
says. “Fighting 
against pop cul¬ 
ture isn’t going to do anyone 
any good.” 


Longtime executive pro¬ 
ducer A1 Jean says he’s not 
surprised professors have em¬ 
braced the program. 

“Some people may think we 
are veiy vulgar, but then they 
find there is a lot of warmth 
and emotion and many people 
are surprised at the intelligence 
of some of the jokes,” he says. 

Pioreclc says he decided to 
use the show after his daugh¬ 
ter’s friend passed an exam on 
The Devil and Daniel Webster 
by watching a Simpsons epi¬ 
sode that focused on the stoiy. 

He found the sitcom usu¬ 
ally aims for more than just the 


easy punchlines, with writers 
layering the plotlines with hu¬ 
mour that can be appreciated 
by lowbrow, middlebrow and 
highbrow audiences alike. 

For example, in one epi¬ 
sode that parodied A Streetcar 
Named Desire (A Streetcar 
Named Marge), the dynamics 
of Homer and Marge Simpson’s 
marriage are deftly illustrated 
through a comparison to the re¬ 


lationship of the couple in the 
play, Stella and Stanley. 

“The Simpsons do a great 
deal of parodying, whether it’s 
a complete script or a num¬ 
ber here or there,” Pioreclc 
says. “Quite often, they choose 
family relationships; what 
makes a man a success is one 
of the things that we pursue. 
And you can see what happens 
to Homer. Even though it looks 


like he’s not a good father, he 
steps up and he comes through 
in the end.” 

Jean acknowledges a theme 
in many episodes is the com¬ 
parison of the Montgomeiy 
Bums character — the miserly 
owner of Springfield’s nuclear 
power plant — to the lead 
character in the movie Citizen 
Kane, Charles Foster Kane. 

“Mr. Bums ... he doesn’t 
have fulfilment in his life even 
though he’s the richest person 
in town,” Pioreclc says. “Here 
are two people who have it all, 
they have more money than 
they know what to do with and 
yet they’re not happy. Homer 
has no money, but has friends 
and family.” 

Incredibly, at least one Hof- 
stra student confesses she’d 
never seen the sitcom before 
signing up for the Simpsons- 
Broadway course. 

Elizabeth Sarian, a 
21-year-old music perform¬ 
ance major, says she signed 
up because of her interest in 
Broadway, not the cartoon. 
Still, she says, the show “real¬ 
ly does teach you a lot from 
watching it.”

Review. Ballsy James 
Franco’s killer instincts 
carry mockingly good 
flick yanked by Sony

Yes, there have been terror¬ 
ist threats over a Seth Rogen 
movie with a Guinness-level 
number of anus jokes. The 
Interview — a very filthy com¬ 
edy about the attempted as¬ 
sassination of North Korean 
despot Kim Jong-un — has had 
its release cancelled for fears 
of threats on theatres showing 
it — a lot of brouhaha over a 
very silly film, one with a peer¬ 
lessly silly James Franco turn 
and lots and lots of Katy Perry. 
As satires go, this isn’t Dr. 
Strangelove, even if it ends in 
a ballsier cinematic act of war. 
It’s a bunch of clowns seeing 
how far they can go in mock¬ 
ing the humourless, just to see 
what will happen. How could 
they have known the battle 
fine was basically nonexistent? 


The Interview isn’t even 
the first movie to take out 
a North Korean leader. The 
world survived Team America, 
which turned a puppet Kim 
Jong-il into a cockroach. Here, 
his tyrannical, babyfaced son 
(Randall Park) becomes the 
target of CIA lust after he 
agrees to a chat with Franco’s 
David Skylark, a lowest com¬ 


mon denominator infotain¬ 
ment god. Before he and his 
producer, Aaron (Rogen, who 
also co-directed), leave for 
the dictatorship, they agree 
— without really fully under¬ 
standing the gravity of their 
situation — to perform a co¬ 
vert form of poisoning. 

The funny thing about 
North Korea — or sympathiz¬ 


ers, or whatever the hell the 
rogue hacker team known as 
Guardians of Peace are — get¬ 
ting up in arms over The Inter¬ 
view is that Park’s Kim winds 
up being unexpectedly semi- 
sympathetic. Meekly intro¬ 
ducing himself to Franco’s 
Skylark, Kim’s a superfan who 
blurts out how nervous he is 
to meet one of his favourite

TV stars. He can’t hide his ob¬ 
session with American junk 
culture, including reciting 
Perry’s Wide Awake while in 
tears, or keep from detailing 
the mental abuse laid on him 
by his late father. He and Sky¬ 
lark bond over being despised 
by those who view them as 
dangerous for culture — and, 
in Kim’s case, the human race. 

There are more twists to 
come, some not so charitable 
toward its real-fife monster. 
But The Interview grants 
Kim more humanity than the 
news ever has, all the while 
never holding back on expos¬ 
ing (well, mocking) the grim 
realities of life above South 
Korea. Eveiything’s building 


to a Frost/Nixon-style tete-a- 
tete that spills over into an 
outsized action climax. Rogen 
and company’s glee in going 
really far is apparent; you can 
see them bowling over the 
first time they saw the crazy 
things they come up with ma¬ 
terialize on-screen. 

It’s all a joke, if one that 
evidently doesn’t go over well 
when described to humorless 
political leaders. And yet the 
funniest part isn’t its cajones, 
or even that a film about 
idiots attempting a political 
killing is a dumb comedy that 
may have sparked an inter¬ 
national incident. It’s Franco. 
When he tries to be funny 
Franco’s really, really funny. 
Skylark is a super-manchild, 
one caught in a cycle of child¬ 
like euphoria, insecurity and 
betrayal. His bromance with 
Kim Jong-un may be the most 
intense movie relationship of 
the year, and of course one 
that fiddles winkingly with 
the real-life questioning of 
the star’s sexuality. The Inter¬ 
view isn’t worth dying for, but 
more contraband needs some¬ 
one calling John Keriy an “oak 
tree-looking f—.” 
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Vine superstars hope first film 
will top their six-second best

You know Vine, that video- 
based social network where 
users upload six-second clips 
for the world to enjoy? Well, 
you might not have noticed, 
but it’s become hugely popu¬ 
lar. In fact, two of its biggest 
stars, Cameron Dallas and 
Marcus Johns, have done so 
well that they’re now looking 
to parlay that success to their 
first feature film, Expelled. 
Dallas and Johns are hoping 
that their combined 11.9 mil¬ 
lion Vine followers — yes, 
you read that right — will 
come along for the ride. But 
that doesn’t mean that 
they’ve given up on the 
format that launched 
them in the first place.

“It’s really short and 
punchy, for people that don’t 
have long attention spans,” 
Dallas says of Vine. “Like for 
me, I can just sit there and 
watch little six-second clips 
all day. But for me to go watch 
a show and then watch com¬ 
mercials and stuff like that? I’d 
rather watch Vine than TV.” 

Expelled is basically a Fer¬ 
ris Bueller for the YouTube 
generation, with notorious 
prankster Felix (Dallas) trying 
to keep his parents in the 
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dark about the fact that he’s 
been kicked out of school. 
And it leaves plenty of oppor¬ 
tunity for Dallas and Johns to 
goof off and make a case for 
themselves as film stars. It 
also serves as an early testing 
ground for whether the new 
wave of social media stars — 
who are hugely popular with 
young viewers — can trans¬ 
late their YouTube, Vine and 
Instagram success into more 
traditional venues. 

“It was veiy challenging to 
go from six seconds to a hill- 
length, but we put a lot of 
hard work in and we did it,” 
Dallas says of the film. “And 
also, for a Vine you’re doing 
the whole shebang. You’re the 
actor, director, you do every¬ 
thing. It was really fun 
for me to take the 
direction of what 
the director wanted 
and tiy and portray 
that.”

Holiday Roasted Pork 
Tenderloin. If you have 
picky eaters at your 
table, here is a recipe 
with variations that will 
please everyone 


Though delicious and tender, 
pork tenderloin also is neutral 
enough to pair wonderfully 
with numerous ingredients. It’s 
also easy to cook. 

Here are three versions: a 
tangy butternut squash pesto, 
a garlic-rich potato puree, and 
a glaze of cranberries and apple 
cider. Add some fresh bread 
and a salad and you’ve got a 
great holiday meal that you can 
repeat multiple times without 
ever feeling in a rut. 

Holiday Roasted Pork 
Tenderloin 

1. Heat the oven to 400 F. 

2. Brush or rub olive oil over 
the surface of each pork tender¬ 
loin. Sprinkle each on all sides 
with salt and pepper. Place the 
tenderloins in a small roasting 
pan and roast for 30 minutes, 
or until the centre of the ten¬ 
derloins reaches 145 F. Slice 
and serve topped with one of 


Ingredients 


• Two l-lb pork tenderloins 

• Olive oil 

• Kosher salt and black pepper 


the variations below. 

Butternut Squash Pesto 

In a food processor, pulse 
2 cups of peeled and cubed 
butternut squash until the 
pieces are veiy finely diced. 
Stir 1/4 cup olive oil into the 
squash, then spread the mix¬ 
ture on a foil-lined rimmed bak¬ 
ing sheet. Bake at 400 F for 12 
to 15 minutes, or until tender, 
but not mushy. lift the foil off 
the pan and place the squash in 
the freezer to chill for 10 min¬ 
utes. Once chilled, in a medium 
bowl stir together the squash, 2 
tablespoons lime juice, 1/4 cup 
chopped fresh cilantro, 1/4 cup 
chopped fresh basil, 1/4 cup 
grated manchego cheese, and 
salt and black pepper, to taste. 
Spoon over the pork and top 
with toasted almonds. 

Garlic Potato Puree 

In a small saucepan over 
medium heat, combine 1 
cup half-and-half with 3 gar¬ 
lic cloves and 2 bay leaves. 
Cover and simmer for 15 min¬ 


utes. Meanwhile, in a covered 
medium saucepan fitted with a 
steamer basket and filled with 
1 inch of water, steam 2 pounds 
of peeled and cubed russet po¬ 
tatoes for 15 minutes, or until 
veiy tender. Pass the potatoes 
through a food mill or ricer and 
into a large bowl. Remove the 
bay leaves from the half-and- 
half and discard. In a blender, 
puree the half-and-half with the 
garlic until completely smooth. 
Gradually whisk the half-and- 
half into the potatoes, allowing 
it to be absorbed before adding 
more. Whisk in 6 tablespoons 
butter, then season with salt 
and black pepper. Sprinkle 
with chopped fresh thyme, 
then serve alongside the pork. 

Cranberry Cider Glaze 

In a small saucepan over 
medium-high, combine 2 cups 
apple cider with 1 cup fresh 
cranberries. Bring to a simmer 
and cook, uncovered, until 
thickened and reduced to 1 
cup. Season lightly with salt 
and pepper. Meanwhile, in 
an oiled skillet over medium- 
high heat, cook several slices 
of prosciutto until crisp. When 
the pork tenderloin is cooked, 
serve covered with the glaze 
and garnished with shards of 
crisped prosciutto.

According to a recent Job- 
vite survey of2,000 recruiters, 
more than half said they’d re¬ 
considered a candidate based 
on their social profile. And 94 
per cent use Linkedln to re¬ 
cruit employees. 

So how can you best use 
social media to land the job 
of your dreams? 

We asked Caity Kauff¬ 
man, social media and digital 
marketing manager for the 
Tampa Bay Lightning. At 25, 
Kauffman is living proof that 
understanding social media 
pays off. She used connec¬ 
tions made on Twitter to 
secure her first job out of 
college. Since then, she’s cul¬ 
tivated a loyal social media 
following and is considered 
an up-and-coming millennial 
voice in Tampa Bay. 

Here are her most valu¬ 
able tips for boosting your 
career through social media. 

Tweet your resume 

It may sound a little out there, 
but tweeting your resume can 
be a great way to get expos¬ 
ure. For Kauffman, doing this 
led to a job producing a Sirius 


Be searchable 


• According to Caity Kauff¬ 
man, social media and digital 
marketing manager for the 
Tampa Bay Lightning, a lot of 
students new to the job force 
hide from Google. She sug¬ 
gests doing the opposite. 

• “If I’m trying to look up a 
possible intern and I can’t 
find them, that makes it look

anything or they’re hiding 
something,” she says. 

• Creating a basic website 
can be an excellent way of 
getting your name to rank in 
Google. It also pulls double 
duty by showcasing your tal¬ 
ents and skills. In short, when 
potential employers Google 
you, you want good things to 
pop up. 


Creating an online port¬ 
folio of your work is another 
little thing that can have a 
big impact. It’s also easy to 
promote on social media and 
paints a more complete pic¬ 
ture of your skill set, especial¬ 
ly since a resume is typically 


only one page long. 

Watch what you post 

When it comes to breaking 
into a new industiy, be mind¬ 
ful of your tweets and status 
updates. Think of yourself as 
a business in the sense that 
you need to remember your 
audience. Kauffman recom¬ 
mends posting things that 
are related to the industiy 
you want to be in. 

“If you’re posting about 
random things all the time, 
no one will see you as some¬ 
one who’s already in the busi¬ 
ness,” she says. 

Long before landing her 
job in the NHL, Kauffman was 
using social media to post 
news and other tidbits about 
the industiy. She learned 
eveiything she could about 
the field, posting and ret¬ 
weeting relevant information 
she could find. She even paid 
her own way to the NHL draft 
to network in person. 

“Start acting like you’re 
already in the business, even 
though you’re not,” she says. 
“A lot of times, people can’t 
tell the difference.” 

Reach out to new contacts 
(without being creepy) 

Got your eye on a potential 
new contact you’re itching to 
connect with? The last thing 
you want to do is come on too 
strong, which can spoil the 
relationship before it even 
begins. Begin by following 
the person on social media, 
gradually commenting and 
retweeting. This opens the 
door for some interaction. 

“Engage with them natur¬ 


ally, as if they have nothing 
to offer you,” Kauffman says. 
“Once they start tweeting 
back and you have a couple 
of baclc-and-forths, I would 
send them a DM or email if 
possible.” 

The worst thing you can 
do at this point is ask them 
how they can help you. In¬ 
stead, just ask them to grab 
coffee so that you can learn 
from their experience. 

If you’re eager and motiv¬ 
ated, most people will want 
to help you. So focus on build¬ 
ing relationships before you 
start asking for favours. 

Update your profile 

Linkedln is definitely the 
most-used social media plat¬ 
form when it comes to job 
searching. Kauffman really 
drives home the importance 
of making sure your profile 
is completely filled out all 
the time. Every time your job 
changes, make certain you 
update it with your full job 
description. 

“I also accept (connection 
requests) from people I don’t 
know if they’re in my indus¬ 
tiy,” says Kauffman. “And I 
always accept recruiters — 
you never know what’s going 
to happen, and those are the 
people who are always look¬ 
ing for talent.” 

Another good idea is to 
link your social media pro¬ 
files to your own website or 
online portfolio. This gives 
an employer a chance to re¬ 
search you more and build an 
emotional connection. In the 
end, this gives you the chance 
to sell yourself even more. 
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Hard work 
crucial for 
entrepreneurs 

It’s a stoiy familiar to mil¬ 
lions of workers around 
the world: You have an 
idea that you think would 
be a great business or 
product, but you’re not 
sure where to start. 

“The only time I really 
had to daydream was at 
work,” says Ryan Blair, 
CEO of ViSalus, a global 
healthy lifestyle company, 
and author of the book 
Nothing to Lose, Every¬ 
thing to Gain. “There’s 
no such thing as balance 
— there are 24 hours in 
a day and most people 
waste most of them.” 

We asked Blair for tips 
on how to juggle having 
a day job with a budding 
entrepreneurial career: 

• Don’t quit your job: 
“When you start to see re¬ 
sults, then you can think 
about quitting. I started 
my first company while 

I had a job and I got my 
first customers that way.” 

• Keep a journal: 
“Whenever I’m early in 
the process (of an idea), 

I’d just start writing about 
it. I have a venture capital 
fund and the first thing 

I do when considering 
investing in an idea is 
sketch it out in my jour¬ 
nal. Then I’ll start talking 
to people to see if it will 
work.” 

• Put in the effort: Don’t 
think that juggling both 
work and your entrepre¬ 
neurial project won’t take 
sacrifice. “In the begin¬ 
ning, I’d wake up early at 
4 a.m. and go work on my 
company before head¬ 
ing to work. Most people 
don’t put in that time.” 

• Teach yourself new 
skills: For people without 
a strong business back¬ 
ground, Blair says it is im¬ 
portant to fill in the gaps. 
“Read books,” he says. 
“That’s how I learned it. If 
you really want to learn, 
you can read blogs, the 
trades, social media. You 
have to self-educate.”
